As  many  of  you  who  read  the  newspapers  may  know,  there  has  been  an  ever 
increasing  clamour  for  better  use  of  educational  facilities.   In  answer  some 
school  boards  have  opened  their  doors  to  the  community  for  recreational  use; 
unfortunately  this  does  not  invalidate  the  need  for  more  classrooms. 

In  the  last  ten  years  this  lack  of  classrooms  problem  was  attacked  by 
building  more  schools  and  this  has  made  education  the  biggest  drain  on  the 
tax  dollar,  yet  these  buildings  sit  idle  during  weekends  and  summer  holidays. 
One  answer  to  this  problem  is  the  Tri-irester  system  such  as  Guelph  has  instituted. 
Erindale  will  not  be  beaten  in  any  way  because  we  have  been  blessed  with  a  pro- 
gressive Principal.  Dr.  Wilson  must  be  commended  for  his  ambitious  movement 
towards  opening  Erindales  doors  the  year  round.  The  proposed  system  was  typed 
out  on  a  questionaire  to  be  filled  up  by  all  first  year  students. 

This  system  has  two  distinct  advantages:   firstly,  students  interested  in 
teaching  will  be  able  to  get  paid  experience  and  leave  other  jobs  open  for  other 
students,  and  secondly,  more  students  could  be  accepted  for  studies  at  Erindale. 

It  is  most  unfortunate  that  only  115  students  of  3^1  replied  to  the 
questionaire  but  66%   of  these  were  willing  to  try  the  new  system,  57  as  assistant 
teachers.  More  accurate  statistics,  at  least  80$  reply,  would  greatly  aid 
Dr.  Wilson  in  his  bold  plan,  so  let  us  all  let  Dr.  Wilson  know  we  care  and  fill 
out  a  questionaire.  Second  year  students,  as  apathetic  as  ever  need  not  comply.

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THE  OTHER  SIDE 

We  have  all  heard  of  the  new  "Trimester"  scheme  which 
has  been  devised  by  Dr.  Wilson,  our  progressive  principal  of 
Erindale  College.   We  are  also  aware  of  the  tremendous  advantages 
this  scheme  will  offer  to  the  first  year  students.   Not  only  from 
the  standpoint  of  gaining  valuable  experience  if  they  intend  to 
follow  the  teaching  profession,  but  also  as  an  insurance  policy  for 
those  who  are  uncertain  as  to  where  their  next   year's  tuition  fees 
are  going  to  come  from.   However  there  are  a  few  complications  which 
arise.   Is  there  enough  time  to  get  this  scheme  underway?   If  it  does 
go  through,  will  we  have  the  proper  facilities  and  professors  to 
ensure  the  quality  of  the  courses  offered  in  this  new  program? 

Professor  Plowright  for  one  does  not  think  so. 

Professor  Plowright  has  never  had  the  title  of  "conservative" 

associated  with  his  name  and  he  admires  the  actions  of  Dr.  Wilson  in 

being  a  pioneer  in  this  field.   He  also  recognizes  the  values  of  this 
as  far  as  the  students  are  concerned. 

However,  although  the  Reindale  College,  council  .approved'  the 
proposed  new  program,    it  was  only  accepted  with  the  understanding  that 
if  it  were  not  practical  to  start  in  May  due  to  the  brevity  of  the 
period  of  preparation,  it  would  be  postponed  until  some  practical 
future  date.   Professors  feel  that  the  time  between  now  and  May  is 
too  short  to  successfully  complete  a  new  course  of  studies,  which 
incidentally,  will  follow  the  recommendations  of  the  Macpherson 
Report,  and  still  finish  this  year's  curriculum  under  the  present 
plan.   With  the  Principal  issuing  forms  to  be  completed  by  the 
students,  Professor  Plowright  feels  thatth^  condition-  of  council  'TO9 
forgotten  ^nd'  the  students'  response  could  be  inplen^nt^d  as  a  pry  to 
force  the  faculty  into  accepting  the  official  starting  date  as  this 
coming  May. 

Even  if  all  the  problems  concerning  courses,  available 
space  and  timetable  are  solved  before  May,  there  is  still  one  great 
question  unanswered,  "Who  will  teach?" 

The  fears  of  the  professors  are  twofold.   The  first  one 
has  already  been  discussed  and  has  to  do  with  the  insufficient  time 
available  to  construct  a  new  course.   There  is  also  the  problem 
that  professors  need  the  summer  months  to  do  their  research  for 
various  degrees  and  theses.   Especially  affected  are  the  Botany, 
Biology  and  Zoology  faculties  which  must  do  their  work  in  the  summer 
because  of  weather  conditions. 

Of  course  the  logical  answer  is  to  simply  hire  more  staff. 
But  even  if  the  College  does  start  to  advertise  that  there  are 
positions  available,  will  there  be  enough  time  to  pick  the  "cream" 
of  the  appl i  can ts . 

If  professors  are  forced  to  stay  on  during  the  summer  and 
help  this  scheme  get  established  they  may  be  hurting  themselves  by 
not  having  enough  time  to  keep  up  with  the  others  in  their  fields. 

Professor  Plowright  likes  the  basic  idea  of  the  program 
but  he  feels  that  if  it  is  pushed  through  too  quickly  its  inception 
may  resemble  a  misses rriage  more  than  a  live  birth.
